F the plan for a league ot 
nations has one feature 
that is weaker than oth- 
ers, it is the purpose to 
tie it to the peace treaty and 
thus force it upon nations which 
might not otherwise approve. At 
once the question arises as to 
what strength or virtue there 
might be in such a compact, 
when it was unwillingly accepted 
at the outset. : 
Every lover of his kind, hopes 
that some plan may be evolved 
that will at least make war less 
likely. President Wilson him- 
self says the league of nations 
will not prevent war, but he 
thinks ti will make t less fre- 
and less likely in any 
event. That is a consummation 
devoutly to be wished. The on-

Latest word from Paris is. to 
the effect that the controlling 
forces n the peace conference 
have determined that the two 
things—the peace treaty and 
the league of nations—ought to 
be separated. Whether the very 
positive declaration of a large 
number of American senators 
that they will refuse ratification 
of the peace treaty rather than 
accept the present constitution 
of the league had any influence 
onthe latest Paris decision can 
only be guessed. It ought to 
have; and probably did. 

For the world wants an im- 
mediate peace treaty, that the 
processes of peace and the ac: 
tivities of trade and commerce 
may be ‘iee to proceed. The 
league of nations can be worked 
out at more leisure, and with 
much more probability of suc- 
eess if it is not hurried. Presi- 
dent Wilson said at New York 
that the two things are insepa- 
rable, but he has been known to 
change his mind on big ques- 
tions, and will doubtless do so 
again. 

So that the league of nations 
constitution is likely to be con- 
siderably changed. One of the 
sententious observations along 
that line was made by Senator 
Reed, of Missouri, Democrat and 
bitter opponent of the original 
outline for the league. He men- 
tioned various suggested changes, 
among them three that are pro- 
posed by William J. Bryan 
which, if adopted, Senator Reed

It 
ought to be definitely stated 
that a nation asked to become 
a mandatory is at liberty to ac- 
cept or decline. Again, it should 
be made clear that the league is 
interfere in the internal 
affairs of the nations belonging 
to the league. The league is for 
the settlement of international 
disputes, not for the adjustment 
of differences between a nation 
and its own people. 

‘Another matter that should 
be made clear—and nothing can 
be more important than this— 
that each nation has a right to 
decide whether it will undertake 
the things advised by the gen- 
eral council. The language of 
the constitution, while not defi- 
nite, would seem tq indicate that 
no nation is required to furnish 
force to back up a decision of 
the council. But no doubt should 
be left on this subject. This na- 
tion cannot afford’ to allow a 
eouncil in which is has so small 
carry it into war 
against its will. Our people will 
have as much sense when the 
time comes to act as, they have 
now and they will have more 
light to guide them. When the 
emergency arises and they un- 
derstand all the circumstances 
and conditions, they may be 
willing to assist by force, but 
they cannot decide in advance 
or allow a council to decide for 
them. 

“The constitution of the lea- 
gue would seem to imply the 
right of the council to compel 
the declaration of an economic 
boycott by the members of the 
league. This is not quite so se- 
rious as the declaration of war, 
but economic boycott is likely to 
develop into’ a war and an eco- 
nomic boycott may be pecuniarily 
advantageous to the nations that 
want to declare it. Our inter- 
ests may not be identical in this 
respect and we ought to have a 
right to say at the time whether 
we would declare such a_ boy- 
eott.’’ 

lf thees changes were made it 
certainly would rob the consti- 
tution of the league of much of 
that which has brought fierce 
criticism upon it. What the 
American people want first of 
all is a plan that points in the 
direction of peace, but does not 
at the same time surrender 
Ameriean independence and sov- 
ereignty. 

Without much doubt objec- 
tions can be harmonized if time 
for consideration is given. There 
is every reason why time should 
be taken for the most impor- 
tant step the republic has ever 
made. There is also abundant 
reason for the peace treaty be- 
ing hurried to completion and 
ratification. The two therefore 
cannot and ought not to go to- 
gether. Separated, the world 
will doubtless get both.—San

CAR PERFORMS DUTIES OF WAR 





“If ever a motor car deserved a

COMMENDS AID 
RENDERED ARMY 


Post Exchanges Overseas Are 
Taken Over by the Mili- 
tary Authorities 





Asserting that the valuable aid ren: | 


dered by the war service of the Y. M. 
C. A. had been a large factor in the 
final great accomplishments of the 
American army, General Pershing, in 
& communication to BE. C. Carter, in 
charge of association operations with 
the American Expeditionary Forces, 
pays a splendid tribute to the work 
which this agency accomplished under 
extreme difficulties and handicaps. 
“The Y. M. C, A. served the army bet- 
ter than could have been expected,” 
says General Pershing. 

At its own request the American Y. 
M. C. A. has been relieved from main- 
tainiae post exchanges with the Ex- 
peditionary forces overseas, the need 
for such service having been relieved 
with the signing of the armistice. Cor- 
respondence exchanged between Gen- 
eral Pershing and BK. C. Carter, in 
charge of the Y. M. C. A. with the 
army, resulted in this decision. Car- 
ter wrote to General Pershing January 
29th as follows: 

Dear General Pershing: 

A year and a half ago you re- 
quested the Y. M. C. A. to under- 
take operations for post exchanges 
for the American Expeditionary 
Forces in order that “officers and 
enlisted men may not be taken 
away for that purpose from their 
paramount military functions of 
training and fighting.” 

As soon as hostilities ceased we 
raised with you the question 
whether time had not come for the 
Y. M. C. A. to be relieved of the 
operation of post exchanges in 
view of the fact that there was no 
longer the same pressing demand 
On man power of the army for 
training and fighting. When we 
first raised the question with you 
it did not #ppear to you that it was 
feasible in the best interests of 
maximum service to the army that 
a change be made. Now the situ- 
ation is materially altered. 

Recent general orders from main 
headquarters and requests from 
commanding officers have laid on 
the Y. M. C. A. increased responat- 
bilities in promoting educational, 
athletic and entertainment activi- 
ties in the American Expeditionary 
Force. This is placing a rapidly 
increasing burden upon our per- 
sonnel. The army is also now pre- 
paring for the delivery of all sup- 
plies for post exchanges which 
heretofore have been imported, 
manufactured and delivered by the 
Y. M. C. A, 

In view of the changed situation 
I wish to know whether you do not 
think it would be possible for the 
army at a very early date’ to as- 
sime full responsibility for the 
maintenance of post exchanges 
throughout the American Expedi- 
tionary Force? 

Mery cordially yours, 
(Signed) FE. C. CARTER, 
General Pershing immediately acted

He 


said: 
My Dear Mr. Carter: 

I have received your letter of 
January 29th asking whether, In 
view of present changed situation, 
it would be possible for the army 
to assume full responsibility for 
maintenance of post exchanges 
throughout American Expedition- 
ary Force. 

As you correctly state, the Y. M. 
C. A. undertook the management 
of post exchanges at my request at 
atime when it was of greatest im 
portance that no available soldier 
should be taken away from vital 
military functions of training and 
fighting. As reasons which im- 
pelled me at that time to request 
you to undertake this work ne 
longer exist, | am glad to approve 
your suggestion in reaching this 
conclusion. Consideration has been 
given to new burdens in connee- 
tion with entertainmert, athletic 
activities and education that you 


have assumed ! have accord 
ingly given directions that army 
units themselves take over and 


operate their own post exchanges. 

In making this change permit me 
to thank you fr the very valuable 
services and assistance which the 


Y. M. C. A. has rendered to the 
American Expeditionary Foree in 
handling these exchanges, Handi 
capped t hortavte of tonnage and 
land transportation the Y. M.C. A, 
has, by extra exertion, served the 
army better than could have heen 
expected, and you may be assured 


that its aid has heen a large fae.

| Conditions in the Upland district 
are undoubtedly similar to those in 
residential farming districts any- 
jwhere in the United tSates. There 
| are certain seasons when the local 
labor, teams and equipment are in 
» balance with the work to be done. 
when the farming operations go 





along with regularity and ease. But 
at other seasons, such as spring plow- 
ing time, there is a shortage of every- 
thing an orchardist needs, when each 
individual bids against his neighbor 
and when, through personal influ- 
ence or an increase of rates, he may 
inadvertently hire away from his 
neighbor laborers and equipment at 
a critical time. In order to over- 
come these seasonal troubles a grow- 
er frequently purchases and _ oper- 
ates his own equipment, and em- 
ploys at a monthly or yearly wage, 
labor that is more than sufficient 
for the steady operation of his or- 
chard, and that therefore may not 
be efficiently enmiployed during part 
of the year. The tendency is to an 
alternating overplus and scarcity of 


both labor and equipment, or an 
overplus and scarcity of work to 
be done, a general instability of 


conditions, occasicnally a little hard 
feeling between neighbors and gen- 
eral dissatisfaction among both em- 
ployees and employers. 

Bidding Against Each Other 

In the trucking of fruit-and freight 
the small owners bid against each 
other; purchases of fertilizers and 
supplies are made in retail quanti- 
ties and from a multitude of sellers; 
demurrage accrues through uncon- 
certed ordering of carload freight, 
and a general disorganization ex- 
ists in the conflicting operations of 
many small owners. Methods of ir- 
rigation, of fertilization, of pruning, 
and;in fact of every orchard opera- 
tion, vary in proportion to the prod- 
uct of the number of groves consid- 
ered, and cause waste of effort and 
money. These conditions, quite com- 
mon everywhere, of long stand- 
ing and have been the cause of 
many successful consolidations of 
interests. 

About five years ago two of the 
present incorporators of the Liberty 
corporation tried to evolve a stock 
corporation that would be suitable 
for out local conditions. First there 
was suggested an appraisement of 
the orchards in .a_ certain locality 
withy an issuance of stock in ex-

The Revolving Fund pian is adopt-! 
ed to finance the corporation. At 
such times as the directors find nec- | 
essary they mav levy an acreage as-| 


tor for instance, and such assess- 
ments are credited to each member 
in what is called a Capital Account. 
On the first day of each year, how- 
ever, there is returned to each mem- 
ber, in cash, the amount that stood 
to his credit three years previously. 
This makes necessary an immediate 
assessment on active members to 
keep this account unimpaired, but, 
on the other hand, it readjusts the 
burden each year.’ Upon withdrawal 
of a member his full interest in this 
capital account is returned to him in 
cash. All members are therefore 
Active members. 


‘A member need not give up the en. | 
tire care of his grove to the corpora- 
tion, but may specify that certain} 
work shall be done by himself or by 
some special man in his employ. He 
may have a pet pruner or irriga- 
tor for instance. This special work- 
man, however, must not interfere 
with the general work of the cor- 
poration as planned by the superin- 
tendent. 

If mutually satisfactory terms can 
be arranged a member may lease to 
the corporation any teams, tractors 
or other equipment owned by him, 
and it is the intention of the cor- 
poration to make as full use of such 
equipment as possible. The form of 
lease is determined by the directors. 
The rental price is based on the in- 
terest on the cost, and on the yearly 
depreciation. The corporation may 
purchase any leased equipment on | 
specified terms, and there is there- 
fore no. profit to the owner in the 
transaction.~ Upon withdrawal such 
lease may be cancelled or the equip- 


agreed. All property of the corpora- | 
tion leased or owned is insured, and 
compensation insurance is carried 
for all employees. 

No credit is granted members, and 
the amount estimated by the direc- 
tors as necessary for the care of an 
orchard or for purchases for a mem- 
ber must be in the hands of the 
treasurer before the corporation will 
assume any liability for any member. 


The cost of each separate class of 
work is averaged for a certain period, 
this average cost is adjusted among 
members who may have paid more 
or less than this average amount 
during the adjustment | period. At 
present this period is one year. 

The cost of operation of any piece 
of equipment for any determined pe- 
riod ineludes its rental price, depre- 
ciation and interest if corporation 
owned, insurance, cost of repairs, cost 
of supplies, labor in operation and 
the cost of the time lost in trans- 
ferring from one grove to another. 

Overhead, such as_ salaries, office 
rentals, ete.. are assessed to a mem- 
ber in the proportion that the charge | 
against such member bears to the to- 
tal charge against all members.

$100 during a certain period, and the
